Dear Brother Schumann:— 

As I have been very busy since the 
trip that our team took a couple of 
weeks ago, I am writing a few lines 
relative to the way that our “De- 
troit” basket bali team was treated, 
while at your town. , 

I should like to have you convey 
il to thé fans, as you are in a posi- 
tion to take care of this matter. 

I wish to say that since my con- 
nection with basket ball, and this 
dates back to about nineteen hun- 
dred, I have played in hundreds of 
‘places, not only throughout this state 
but also Ohio, lilinois, Indiana, New 
York, und a few others, but I can 
truthfully say that I have never 
stryck a place where the fans were 
ofthe cahbre of your bunch. 

As a general rule people are for 
the home team, hook, line and sinker, 
and in lots of cuses are out to sec 
their team win at any cost. Many 
times they will resort to very un- 
sportamanlike tactics, and I have 
known them to interfere with the 
playing in numerous ways. Aisu 
they will back the home referee re- 
gardiess of the way he handles the 
game, ana I will say that in most 
small towns: the official favors the 
local outfit more than a little, and thc 
fans aré in their glory when he fai 
to detect deliberate fouling . on the 
part of their team, and then turn 
around to’call some trivial offense o1 
the part of the visitors. They wir 
most of their games in this way am. 
it hurty them to see a team out ir 
front of theirs. 

At Grayling, things are entirely ot 
s different nature. Your team plays 
a fast, clean wame and keep their 
minds on the playing, rather than to 
“cetting” a member of the opposition 
This speaks well for basket ball. Al- 
sv, regardless of how far ahead thc 
opponents are they pursue these 
same tactics, 

The officiating was of the highest 
quality, as your man called them as 


he saw them, and did not make an 
error during the progress of the 
game. 


The thing that impressed me most 
was the conduct of your fans. Thes 
were, no doubt out to see their team 
win, but not win at any cost. 

I can name a number of places 
and these places are within a radius 
of two hundred miles of Grayling, 
where the fans would have inter- 
ferred with the game, had a team ac- 
quired the lead we had on your team 

All of these things help the best 
of indoor sports—basket ball, to a 
freat extent, and by conducting your 
gsmes in the manner that our game 
was conducted, you will make a fine 
name for yourself. 

It may not come next year, or the 
following winter, but you will be re 
~warded sooner cr later, and it wil 
not be hard for you to book some of 
the best attractions and ‘give yow 
fans a chance to compare their “all 
local” aggregation to the best other 
states turn out. 

Quite often when teams from out 
of the state play us they wish to book 
g¢emes in between to fill out their trip. 

Hereafter, IT shall not hesitate to 
put Grayling on the list, as I certain- 
ly can vouch for your conditions for 
putting on a game. Your manager, 
Mr. Roy Milnes can be congratulated 
fur the way that he hag things 
started, He seems to have every- 
thing working in harmony, and should 
receive the absolute support that 
fans can accord. 

Down here we charge far more to 
see a game than you people do. We 
fet ninety cents and a dollar ten 
from our fans. Whenever we play 
out in the slate they seem to charge 
on an average of seventy-five cents 
per head, and I wag very much sur- 


prised that your management only 
taxed the fans sixty cents to see & 
game. I think that it would not be 
asking too much of the fans to “ack 
vn an additional fifteen cents, and 
revard the team for the attractions 
that it puts on. Your fans should 
support their team in force. 

In closing, | again wish to say that 
the way that everything was conduct- 
ed during our visit, and I sincerely 
hope that it is not the last one, will 
go along ways towards putting Gray- 
ling on the basket ball map, not only 
ir Michigan, but will also reward 
your fans with other attractions of 
the goud teams that invade Detroit 
from other states. 

Wishing you a3) the success that 
is due to your town, and also hoping 
that you will let your people know 
how they will stand in the basket 
ball world, | beg to remain,

“PERILED BY FLOOD 


MELTING OF WINTER’S SNOW 
CAUSES LOST RIVER TO 
SWEEP OVER BANKS. 


D. & M. TRACKS WASHED OUT 


One Resident of Tower Loses His Life 
In Fight to Save Town from 
Complete Destruction. 


Onaway, Mich.—One life has been 
lost and the entire village of Tower 
is In danger of being swept away, aS 
the Lost river, already at the highest 
point in its history, rages behind the 
huge dam aboye the viilage. 

Its banks are overflowed for iniles, 
and surrounding country is inundated, 
periling hundreds of lives. 

Scores of construction gangs from 
nearby points are battiing madly tu 
keep the water pent up and save the 
village from destruction, Guy Stanton, 
34 years oid, of Onaway, aiding this 
struggle, was swept from the dam 
and fost in the swirling waters. 

Claud Post would have suffered a 
similar. fate but for the bravery of 
his brother Alfred, who succeeded in 
rescuing him, but only after what ap- 
peared for many minutes to be a hope. 
leas battle in the foaming current. 

Five hundred feet of the D. & M. 
railway track has been torn away, and 
& huge water tower wrecked. Rail- 
road. tles, trees, fence posts and oth 
er wreckage are being swept down 
stream, adding to the peril of workers 
who are fighting to save the dam. In 
spite of the great danger, a ceaseless 
fight is being waged for the safety 
of the village, and there is still hope 
that the waters will be held back. 

Damage already has mounted to 
thousands of dollars in the surround. 
ing country, and is increasing steadily 
as the inundated area grows. 

Heavy snow accumulations disap. 
peared suddenly with the unusually 
warm weather and rain added to the 
torrent which suddenly poured into 
the river course, and rose rapidly 
above its banks. 

Small buildings, fences, immense 
trees and other debris were wrenched 
loose. - The 800 residents of Tower 
at first regarded it as the usual spring 
flood, but with the continued rise of 
the water they became alarmed and 
calls for help were rushed to. sur- 
rounding points. 

Carrying away of the water tower, 
and damage to the railway track. add- 
ed to the fears of the villagers and 
added vigor to the struggle to save 
the little community. 


BODY OF REV. REYNOLDS FOUND 


Olsappearance of Detroit Pastor Mys- 
tery Since Last November. 


Detroit—Positive identification of 
the body found Sunday in the Saginaw 
river at Bay City by a fisherman as 
that of Rev, Henry F. Reynolds, De 
troit pastor, missing since November 
13, last, was made late Monday, ac- 
cording to Sheriff Theodore Trudeil 
of Bay City. Identification was made 
by Edward F. Wunsch, an attorney, 
of Detroit, a member of the Church 
of the New Jerusalem, East Forest 
avenue, of which Rev. Reynolds was 
the pastor. 

The search for Reynolds, which be- 
gan nearly five months ago, extended 
through the United States and Can- 
ada, He was last seen early Sunday 
morning, November 13. 

Belief that the young clergyman 
was & victim of amnesia was support- 
ed by the fact that he took with him 
no articles of clothing. A partially 
finished sermon was found on a table 
in his room, 


NOT GUILTY PLEA FOR DODGE 


Detroit Millionaire and Companion To 
Be Tried Next Week. 


Kalamazoo, Mich.—John Duval 
Dodge, Detroit millionaire, and Rey 
Earl, his companion on a_  joyride 
March 11, will be triéd in circuit court 
here next week on a charge of pos- 
sessing, transporting and distributing 
liquor. The offense with which the 
two are charged is a felony. 

A statement that the trial would 
start next week was made by Prose- 
euting Attorney Stephen H. Wattles, 
following arraignment of Dodge and 
Earl before Judge Welmer, Monday 
morning. Both Dodge and Earl stood 
mute on the advice of their counsel, 
Attorney Harry Howard, and a plea 
of not guilty was entered for them.

6O pounds at less than 5 cents an 
acre. 

Soil should be fertile. Put alfalfa 
where you put a lot of manure last 
year {9 raise corn. Fit the seed bed 
the finest you ever fitted one, Use 8 
pounds alfalfa and 2 pounds fimothy 
per acre. Try to scare up the’money 
tu use 200 pounds acid phosphate per 
acre while fitting field. Talk with the 
County Agent about it.

MANUAL LABOR A RELIGION 


Declared Enemies of Osstruction of 
Property, Human or Animal. Life, 
and Oppose Soviet Gov.

Yasnaya Polyana, Russia.—Iifteen 
young men, two young women and ap 
elderly matron have recently estab- 
lished on the Tolatoy estate what they 
term “an improved bolshevik com- 
munity.” Described as an attempt to 
rectify fatlure of communism, the 
members of the colony are the declared 
enemies of the destruction of property, 
human or animal life, and thus are ar- 
rayed against the soviet government. 

The members of the colony make a 
religion of manual labor and declare 
Its chief tenet t\ be embodied tn the 
phrase “Love th) lghbor as thyself.” 
They declare them. ‘ves, Itke Count 
Tolstoy, ‘searchers for the truth in all 
things.” They arrived here in early 
September with a permit from Moscow 
to occupy a portion of the estute now 
classed as a national institution. 

Teacher Organizes Movement. 

A teacher, whose brother is director 
of the colony, organized the movement. 
The 18 members, all of whom profess 
the practical {dealism of the Doukho- 
bors sect, with a mingled belief in 
Buddhism, were alloted quarters in a 
once handsome but now tumble-down 
one-story building of the estate bullt 
in 1780 for the serfs of Prince Volkon- 
ski, father of Tolstoy’s mother. 

The new arrivals have made the 
bullding habitable and have-started to 
prepare for the cultivation of the 100 
acres included jn their grant. Food so 
far has been supplied free by the soviet 
government, the same as to all visitors 
to the Tolstoy home. The three women 
do the cooking. : 

The correspondent came first in con- 
tact with a member of the colony in-a 
rather strange manner, 

After a fong journey, he had been 
enrolled as a pilgrim at the Tolstoy 
home, according to the rules of the in- 
stitution. He was given a bed in the 
ground floor room, characterized by a 
prick arch, a room oecupied by Tolstoy 
some fifteen years. Just as he was 
dropping off to sleep he was roused 
by pleasing chords on the grand plano 
located in the room. The playing was 
done by a young man who wore high 
boots, a belted jacket and a sheepskin 
cap. Seeing the correspondent, he 
stopped playing and apologized, saying 
he didn’t know the room was occupied. 
Then he went on to explain who he 
was and began to ask information 
about the possibility of walking to In- 
dia, by way of Turkestan. He wanted 
to study philosophy there, he said. 

Orchard Trees Whitewashed. 

The 100-acre farm Includes a big or- 
chard, planted by the famous Russian 
author, and one of the firat acts of the 
newcomersa was to whitewash all the 
trees. This operation was preceded by 
an animated discussion as to whether 
it should be done. The young men care- 
fully debated this problem. If the trees 
are not whitewashed the orchard will 
be ruined by Insects, but if the white- 
wash is applied the insects will die of 
starvation and it js wrong to destroy 
Mfe. As the members of the colony 
are vegetarians and fruit {s therefore 
the prime article of food to them, ne- 
cessity prevailed over ideals and the 
whitewashing was done. 

A second problem was solved much 
after the same reasoning. For many 
years the manager of the Tolstoy es- 
tate has been Prince Obolinski, who 
occupied a building once used by the 
author as a peasants’ school. The 
newcomers, declaring that the presence 
of an overseer might restrict thelr 
“liberty of action,” have decreed that 
the prince must. go, and the Obolinski 
famlly soon must seek food and shel- 
ter elsewhere. +

BLACKHAND GANG Is BLAMED 


Amazing Plot Brought to Light When 
Go-Between is Arrested and 
_ Brought to Detroit. 


Detroit—A swindle in which the 
method employed was the sale to res- 
idents of the Italian quarter of forged 
orders for employment at the Ford 
River Rouge plant, was revealed last 
week with the return from (Chicago 
of David Washington, a Negro pris- 
oner, for whom warrants were issued 
over a month ago. More than 100 
men of Italian descent were duped 
into purchasing the orders, each of 
which netted the swindlers $10. 

Washington, when arrested, told 
Chicago police of an amazing plot by 
Italian blackhanders in Detroit, as- 
serting he was merely an agent and 
go-between for an organized ring. 

The prisoner was roturned from 
Chicago by Detective O'Rourke. He 
is being held on the two charges for 
further investigation. 

The modus operandi was for Wash- 
ington to approach his victims with 
application blanks for employment at 
the River Rouge plant. The blanks 
were identical with those used in the 
plant, and were signed with the name 
of the chief of the River Rouge Ford 
employment agency. The signatures, 
according to police, were cleverly 
forged. 

The victims, who invariably were 
of Italian descent, were told that one 
of the forms would obtain employ- 
ment for them at River Rouge. One 
hundred and eight men purchased the 
forms, paying $10, so far as is known 
to police. It is believed there were 
many others, 

On February 18 the men who had’ 
purchased the “orders” appeared. at 
the gates of the River Rouge plant. 
Several of them were admitted, as 
the orders appeared genuine. The gate- 
men at the plant began to suspect 
something, however, and refused to 
admit all of the applicants. A near 
riot followed. The men holding or- 
ders heatedly declared they had paid 
$10 to get the jobs, and that they 
meant to have them, An effort was 
made to force the gates in a massed 
attack, The River Rouge fire depart- 
ment was called, and finally dispersed 
the mob by running through the 
ranks with motor trucks.

HE annals of crime disclose a 

aurprisingly large percentage of 

cases tn which the criininal, huv- 
ing spent months or. even years in 
building up the superstructure of his 
scheme, makes a fatal blunder in con- 
nection with some apparently uniim- 
portant detall—a - blunder which 
wrecks hia entire plan and briugs his 
operations to -the attention of the 
authorities, | 

For example, the chances were more 
than a thousand ta one that William 
Brockway, counterfelter, belng desirous 
of seciring a proof of a plate on 
which he was working, would select 
a printer who was not a personal 
friend of a prominent detective, But 
chance, which so often plays a leading 
role even in. true detective stories, 
directed dim to a man who knew A, 
L. Drummond, of the United States 
Secret Service, well enough to calk 
him hy his first name. 

“This man eame into my place yes- 
terday afterngon,” reparted the prin- 
ter, “and wanted some proofs pulled 
of a plate which he had with him. I 
took one look at the plate and told 
him ta,come back today—salid my ma- 
chinery was out of order. He didn't 
leave the plate, but he didn’t have to, 
I fw what. lt was—the figure $1,000, 
surrounded by a lot of scroll work. 

“If he returns today,” directed 
Drummond, “pull his proofs for jiim 
and hold one of them for me. A couple 
of my' men will be outside your shop, 
80 signal them and they wil! follow 
your customer,” 

The. plan worked according | to 
schedule and, shortly after receiving 
a proof of the mysterious plate. Drum- 
mond got word from his operatives 
thet they had trailed the suspect to 
a house on Greenwich street. In ad- 
dition, one of the government azenis 
had recognized him as Williain FL 
Brockway known to be the most ex- 
pert counterfelter tn the country and 
the man who had nechteved fume hy 
manufacturing $100.000 wortit of honds 
which the Treasury department had 
accepted as genuine—only to, reverse 
its oploion some weeks Tater. 

Drummond secordingly made a re 
port of the entire. matter te Wash- 
Ington, and forwarded a proof of the 


plate which Brockway bad in his 
possession, Ta his amazement, the 
treasury officitls stated that the 


figures and the serall did not form 
a part of any government currency or 
bond issue and that. as federal funds 
could not be used except In the search 
for counterfelters of money or govern- 
ment bonds, Druinmond could not be 
permitted to handle the case. 

Accordingly, all the data was tur 1 
wver te the New York pelice, und 
Brockway dropped out. of sight for 
nearly ai year, until a rumor was 
parsed along from Washington Qhat 
the master counterfetter was work'ng 
on some coup which would be the big- 
gest of his career, 

Drommond knew where to fing 
Brockway, Dut the secret service’ men 
had te work under a handicap. he- 
cause the ex-convict appeared to litve 
xn uneunny way of knowlag just when 
he was being followed. Then he wonld 
sip and twist and turn and lose liim- 
self. no matter how many men were 
trailing hiin, 

As a last resort Drummond elisted 
the services of his son, a bay of ten, 
whom he sent to the elevated station 
at Twenty-eighth and Sixth avenue, 
with Instruction to play areund there 
aptil he received a signal from two of 
the operatives. Brockway, not dreain- 
ing that the secret service had he- 
gun fo nse children as detectives, was 
unsuspicious and the boy followed him 
until he entered the St, James, hotel. 
at the corner of Twenty-sixth and 
Broadway, With that much of the 
traf! alrendy blazed, it was easy to 
pick up the rest, and within a few 
days Drummond was notified that the 
counterfeiter divided his time between 
the St. James and a house on Lexing- 
ton avenue. His assoclates were two 
men of about his own age, men whom 
Dremmond recognized as Lewis Mar- 
tin and Nathan Foster, both of them 
profictent in all branches of the work 
connected with the manufacture and 
passing of counterfeit money. 

But even then Chief Brookes of the 
secret service, declined to allow Drum- 
mond to handle the ease officially, be- 
cause all the indications pointed to a 
not ta -counterfelt. ratlroad bonds, 
rather than United States currency. 
It was only when Inspector Byrnes: 
of the New York police force, asked 
permission to use Drummond as a 
private agent that Washington per- 
mitted him to continue with the case. 

Using the proof of the “$1,000 
Drummond 
searched through alt the prominent 
bond {issnes Ifsted on Wall street, untit 
he found !ts counterpart—the centrat 
Portion of the bonds of the Centrat 
Pacific railroad. Armed with this in- 
formation, which was essential to the 
securing of a definite and = specific 
warrant, Drummond raided the house 
on Lexington avenue and Martin's 
room at the St. James’ hotel. There, 
In addition to dies, seals and tracing 
paner, hé found fifty-seven counter- 
feft $1,000 Central Pacifis bonds, alt 
of which were so perfectly executed 
that one of the officers of the com- 
pany sald he would not have had the 
teast hesitation of cashing the coupons. 

Brockway had sitpped up on only 
one detail, the choice of a printer to 
pull the proofs, but this allp cost him 
five years in the penitentiary!
